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This  year  is  a  milestone  in  the  history  of  broadcasting  for  it  marks  the  25th  Anniversary  of 
KPFA  and  Pacifica.   But  it  is  also  March  and  time  for  our  annual  Marathon. 

For  those  of  you  who  are  new  to  KPFA,  a  marathon  is  an  on-the-air  fund  raiser,  where  we  suspend 
normal  programming  (except  for  the  Evening  News),  and  try  to  reach  the  goal  we  need  to  keep 
KPFA  running.   Our  goal  this  year  is  $100,000  which  we  raise  mostly  by  donations  from  you  and 
pledges  from  new  subscribers.  Only  this  year  we  are  going  to  add  a  pledge  of  our  own! 

This  is  the  time  we  have  committed  to  expanding  our  subscriber  base,  and  to  embark  upon  a 
renaissance  in  our  regular  programming.   To  do  this  we  have  hired  a  new  Program  Director,  Craig 
Pyes,  former  editor  and  co-founder  of  Sundance  magazine.   He  is  presently  meeting  with  Depart- 
ment Heads  to  develop  new  areas  of  programming,  while  looking  to  up-grade  the  quality  of  the  old. 

A  Renaissance  requires  freshness,  and  to  do  this  we  will  be  hiring  new  people  in  the  near  future. 
We  have  also  talked  about  expanding  Drama  and  Literature  to  include  a  new  Department  of  Human- 
ities, which  will  concentrate  on  scientific,  psychological  and  sociological  investigations  into  our 
immediate  society.   And  last  but  not  least,  we  applaud  the  return  of  Charles  Amirkhanian,  our  music 
director,  who  has  just  arrived  from  Europe  with  a  score  of  new  ideas. 

On  the  national  scene,  this  is  also  an  important  time  for  Pacifica.   At  last  the  six  year  fight  for  the 
privilege  of  operating  the  last  remaining  FM  channel  in  the  nation's  capital  appears  to  be  entering  its 
final  stages.    Now  it's  just  a  matter  of  time  and  technicalities  before  the  new  station  begins  broad- 
casting. 

So  we  think  this  year  the  Marathon  should  be  a  celebration,  a  fun-raiser  as  well  as  a  fund-raiser. 
We  have  come  a  long  way,  but  we  have  a  long  way  to  go. 

"At  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  April  15,  1949,"  explained  Eleanor  McKinney,  one  of  KPFA's 
founders,  "Lew  Hill  stepped  to  a  microphone  and  the  workmen,  hammering  down  the  carpet  at  the 
last  moment,  paused  in  their  work.  The  rest  of  us  were  busy  pounding  out  program  copy  and  continuity 
on  typewriters  nearby.   He  announced  for  the  first  time:   'This  is  KPFA,  listener-sponsored  radio  in 
Berkeley. '  For  a  moment  the  typewriter  copy  blurred  before  our  eyes,  and  the  project  was  underway. " 

So,  dear  subscribers,  right  after  the  news  of  February  28th,  we  will  begin  again,  and  prepare  for  the 
next  25  years.   As  you  can  see,  "the  project  is  underway. " 


After  the  KPFA  NEWS,  on  February  28th,  we  will  begin  our  quest  for  $100,000.    For  the  next  31 
days  we  will  compress  25  years  of  the  best  of  Pacifica  into  the  most  incredulous  radio  journey  and 
auditory  festival  that  FM  94  has  ever  known.  Between  the  programs,  our  courageous  staff  and  volun- 
teers will  be  interviewing  special  guests,  broadcasting  live  music  concerts,  producing  impromptu 
variety  programs,  making  surprise  phone  calls,  in  fact,  anything  to  bring  us  closer  to  our  goal.  We  will 
have  a  Special  Events  teams  out  in  the  field  hoping  to  broadcast  the  stockcar  races,  mixed  tennis 
matches,  and  our  own  26  mile  KPFA  Marathon  Race.
